Florsheim Sale Is Now On I 
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Important Traffic 
Laws Are Effective 
In September 

Clarifying the intent of existing 
law, a measure enacted at the 
recent session of the Legislature 
and becoming effective in Sep¬ 
tember will require all forms of 
traffic to obey traffic signals. The 
action was prompted by doubt as 
to whether or not street car op¬ 
erators were required by law to 
obey traffic signals. This point 
has been definitely cleared by the 
new enactment. 

The same measure establishes a 
uniform definition of traffic sig¬ 
nals and standardizes the use of 
green, yellow and red lights in 
.such signals. The measure fur¬ 
ther provides that a flashing red 
signal .shall require traffic to 
come to a atop only when such a 
signal is used in conjunction with 
a stop sign. 

Another new law will make It 
illegal to cause a traffic-actuated 
signal to operate for any other 
purpose than that of permit¬ 
ting pedestrians or motorists 
to cro=s the roadway. Traffic-ac¬ 
tuated signals are operated either 
by hand or by running over a 
metal plate. It has been found 
that street vendors, hitch hikers, 
and others have used these sig¬ 


nals as a means of causing motor¬ 
ists to stop. 

Changes in the driver’s license 
law will impose additional restric¬ 
tions upon youthful drivers. Broad 
authority is given the Department 
of Motor Vehicles in connection 
with instruction permits, issued 
to persons first learning to drive. 
The law is tightened with respect 
to licensing minors between the 
ages of 14 and 16 years. A prac¬ 
tical effect is to establish 16 as 
the minimum age.

Holdings May Be Reclaimed 
Without Costs Or Penalties

Attention of delinquent real 
estate taxpayers is called to a 
new law (Section 3817j, Political 
Code) which became effective 
June 8, reducing the cost of re¬ 
demption of delinquent property.
